The triangle 
plans include provision for a 
sprinkler system.

Pvt. Roland Gutherz if in a 
hospital in Japan recovering 
from wounds he received in his 
second day of Korean War 
combat.

After 
leaving the United States in 
August, Private Gutherz spent 
six days in Japan before trans¬ 
fer to the front lines in Korea. 
He has been in the Army since 
March 1. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gutherz feel 
fortunate in that they learned 
of their son’s injuries in a let¬ 
ter from him before the offi¬ 
cial War Department telegram 
arrived. They quoted Roland 
as saying that he was “lucky 
to be alive” since the explosion 
was so close to him. 

He was attached to the Sec¬ 
ond Division, 23rd Regiment. 

Mr. Gutherz, his father, is 
active in Scouting and is 
camping chairman for the Sier¬ 
ra Madre District.

QUEST FOR THE LOST CITY, by Dana and Ginger Lamb. 

Dana and Ginger (Virginia) Lamb were born in Santa Ana, 
California. They lived on the same street, went to the same 
schools. They studied archaeology, engineering, medicine, navi¬ 
gation, photography, the art of woodcraft, and became crack shots. 
The fall following their mar¬ 
riage, they started off on the 
16,000-mile canoe trip describ¬ 
ed in a former book, Enchant¬ 
ed Vagabonds. 

This latest book, Quest for 
the Lost City, tells in fictional 
magic of their latest adventure, 
down the West Coast of Mexico, 
into the Forbidden Land of the 
Mayas. For days and weeks, 
the trip was tedious and grill¬ 
ing. 

Many times the journey was 
interrupted by the unexpected 
—sickness and accident delay¬ 
ed them. There were plagues 
of army ants, a forest of spid¬ 
ers. For days they wandered in 
a great stone cavern where 
bats were the only living crea¬ 
tures. 

As they neared their goal, the 
heat became terrific, and wa¬ 
ter was scarce. At the end, the 
fury of the gods in an unre¬ 
lenting storm of wind and 
rain, was unleashed upon 
them. 

In the end they constructed 
a canoe—it took three days to 
even hollow out the inside 
with a machette. This they de¬ 
scribe as quite impossible, 

“which always take a little 
longer.” In this canoe they 
finally get away from the 
place of a dozen years’ dream¬ 
ing. 

The book is a contribution to 
archaeological knowledge. It is 
also a contribution ot the won¬ 
der of the human spirit!

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An Editorial: 

NOW’S A GOOD TIME FOR 
BIGGER DOWNTOWN LIGHTS 

Now that stores are remaining open Friday nights, the need 
for additional lighting downtown becomes apparent. 

Although the lighting system installed last year was a def¬ 
inite improvement over the “old, darker day's.’ many believe 
that it could be better. 

And it can. 

Southern California Edison Company informs us that larger 
10,000 lumen light bulbs can be substituted for the present 6000 
lumen bulbs at only a moderate increase in cost. For approxi¬ 
mately 30 per cent more money, the lighting system could yield 
about 40 per cent more illumination. 

The present rate a month is $3.49 for each of the 30 poles. 
With the larger lamps installed, the cost per month for each 
pole would be $4.67—an increase of $1.18 a pole. This rate, 
Edison officials say, would include all the costs and maintenance. 


It should be pointed out that utility company’s original plans 
for the shopping center layout recommended the 10,000 lumen 
bulbs. Obviously, their suggestion was not followed. The light 
standards, however, are of the type which can use both sizes of 
bulbs. 

We will not attempt to build a case for brighter lights from 
the standpoint of safety. When the already-ordered standard for 
the so-called “blind spot” in front of Garland’s 5 and 10 is in¬ 
stalled, the system probably can be considered safe enough. 

But for a brighter, more “alive” appearing business district, 
we firmly believe that the larger bulbs should be installed right 
away.

MODEL TRAIN 
FROM ENGLAND 
SHOWN AT NEWS 

Mrs. Frederick Hawkins, who 
returned this week after a 2*4 
month visit in her native Eng¬ 
land, brought home with her, 
among other things, a model 
express locomotive for Peter 
Ward of the NEWS. 

The model, made by Bassett- 
Lowke Ltd. of England, is an 
exact scale model of British 
express locomotives and is 
painted in authentic British 
railroad colors. 

Tt actually runs on live 
steam and is tested to operate 
at 16 pounds pressure per 
square inch. The tiny burner 
uses denatured alcohol ps fuel. 

Its arrival in Sierra Madre 
culminates nearly a year of 
planning to assure the model’s 
being available while Mrs. 
Hawkins was in England. Mr. 
Ward estimates that the loco¬ 
motive is one of "probably 
only three or four in the 
United States. 

The model will be on display 
for a few days at the NEWS 
office before it is put into ac¬ 
tual operation at the Wards’ 
home, 209 W. Highland.
